WASHINGTON, April 10--After 
an all-night vigil at the-State De- 
partment, experts on Latin Amer- 
ica asaid today that it still re- 
mained unclear whether President 
Mariano Ospino Perez of Colombia 
was correct in declaring that 
Jorge Eliecer Gaitan was “killed 
by a person apparently of Commu- 
nist affiliation,” 


spokesmen asserted, that Commu- 


nists in Bogota instantly exploited 
the assassination with all their 
might, even to the extreme of lay- 
ing the crime, over seized radio 
outlets, at the door of “Yankee 
dollar imperialists.” The looting 
of the Bogota cathedral and burn- 
ing of ancient religious relics 
were thought to have borne an un- 
mistakable Communist signature. 

There was some excitement over 
a dispatch from Asuncion, stating 
that Paraguayan police today had 
scotched an attempted Communist 
coup which was to be co-ordinated 
with similar movements in other 
countries, for the purpose of sabo- 
taging the inter-American confer- 
ence at Bogota. 

Colombian Parties’ Strength. 

The Communist party in Colom- 
bia is believed here to have stood 
completely apart from the Leftist 
Liberal party, and is said to have 
mustered only 8000 votes in the 
last presidential election. The Con- 
servatives, representing church 
and property, polled *600,000 bal- 
lots. The Liberal party split into 
two factions, each with a presi- 
dential candidate. One was Gai- 


| tan, whose inclinations are held to 


have been toward Socialism. The 
other was Gabriel Turbay, former 
Colombian Ambassador in Wash- 
ington, who died of a heart attack 
two months ago in France. Each 
candidate drew about 400,000 votes. 


With a plurality of the ballots, 
the Conservatives seated their 
candidate, Ospina Perez. He 
formed a national union cabinet 
of six Conservatives and six Lib- 
erals. 

On account of alleged political 
disorders and murders, the Lib- 
erala two weeks ago demanded 
that Osmina Perez dismiss his 
Ministers of Interior and Edu- 
cation, He and the Lib- 
erals withdrew from  collabora- 
tion, 

Killing Fits Into Red Pian. 


Whatever the motive of Gaitan’s 
death, it is acknowledged at the 
State Department that the trag- 
edy fitted perfectly into the Com- 
munist purpose. This has been 
announced as that of wrecking 
the ninth International Confer- 
ence of American States, which 
met at Bogota on March _ 30. 


It was stated at the department 
today that with the condition of 
affairs in the Colombian capital 
there obviously has been no op- 
portunity as yet for consultations 
among the member countries as 
to whether the conference will be 
adojurned summarily, or, if not, 
whether it will continue to sit at 
Bogota or remove to some other 
Latin American capital. In the 
latter event, Lima, Peru, has been 
suggested as a seat.

Troops Remove 


WASHINGTON, April 10 (AP)— 
Under armed guard of Colombian |

Word of their successful evacua- 
tion from various buildings came 
through diplomatic messages to 
the State Department. 

Further details were given in a 
joint dispatch filed through the 
department by newspaper and 
radio men in the riot-filled city. 
The correspondents were on hand 
for the Inter-American Conference 
of Latin American countries. 

The United States Army said at 
Balboa, in. the Panama Canal 
Zone, that no plans had been 
made for the immediate removal 
of the American delegates from 
Bogota. 

Most of the Americans had 
spent a hungry, sleepless night as 
mobs ravaged the Colombian cap- 
ital. 

A gun battle had raged outside 
the embassy, while fires started 
by the looters and wreckers sev- 
eral times threatened the build- 
ing and adjoining structures. 

Only a skeleton staff and two 
newspapermen were left in the 
embassy after the American per- 
sonnel had been removed, 

In a joint dispatch filed through 
the State Department, the corres- 
pondents’ group reported that 10 
minutes after the evacuation, 
shooting began again in the vi- 
cinity of the embassy. 


“A Colombian was shot dead 
by soldiers in thé very spot where 
one evacuation truck had stood,” 
the dispatch said, “because he 
had failed to obey their com- 
mands.” 

As they walked single file to 
the trucks which carried them to 
safer areas, the Americans passed 
the body of a person killed in last 
night’s turmoil, ‘The body lay in 
a debris-strewn street.

U.S. OFFERS $10,000 
BONUS TO SPUR HUNT 
FOR URANIUM ORE 


WASHINGTON, April 10 (UP) 
—The Atomic Energy Commission 
offered a $10,000 bonus tonight for 
the discovery and production of 
high-grade uranium ores from 
any new deposit anywhere in the 
United States. 

The offer was part of a three- 
point program announced by the 
commission to “stimulate the dis- 
covery and production of domestic 
uranium by private competitive 
enterprise.” . 

Uranium is the prime fission- 
able material of the atomic bomb 
and the basic raw material for 
other potential uses of atomic 
energy. 

The commission’s program to 
spur the hunt for new domestic 
sources was: 

1, Government - guaranteed 10- 
year minimum prices of $3.50 a 
pound for domestic refined 
uranium, high-grade uranium 
ores and mechanical concene 
trates. 

2. The $10,000 discovery bonus, 

3. Government-guaranteed 
three-year minimum prices for 

low-grade carnotite and roscoe- 
lite-type uranium-vanadium ores 
of the Colorado plateau area and 
Government operation of two 
vanadium-uranium plants in that 
area, / . 

The $10,000 bonus will be paid 
for the production and delivery 
from a new location of the first 
20 short tons of uranium ore or 
mechanically - produced concen- 
trates assaying 20 per cent uranium

The swelling crowd of Commu-| 


nists collected in a side street 
and pressed toward the Piazza. 
Mobile police armed with tommy- 
guns sped into action when the 
Communists began hurling stones 
and fights broke out, 

In Milan, Giorgio Almirante, 
secretary general of fhe MSI, was 
prevented from speaking when 
about 500 leftists began throwing 
stones. About 200 police, almost 
as many as there were MSI fol- 
lowers, quickly restored order. 


DeGasperi Speaks. 

While the streets fights were 
going on, Premier Alcide de Gas- 
peri told the Italian people that 
he “will hold power by force” to 
prevent any illegal seizure of 
power during the three-week in- 
terval between the April 18. elec- 
tion and the convening of thé new 
Parliament. - 

Speaking at Pisa, De Gasperi 
deciared: “Italy is not a Balkan 
country. Here regimes cannot be 
improvised.” 

His statement was interpreted 
as an answer to Communist prop- 
agandists who have theorized that 
the party or group winning a ma- 
jority in the election would have 
the right immediately to form a 
new government. De Gasperi de- 
clared that pending the convening 
of a hew parliament, it is the 
duty of the existing governmént 
to prevent a coup. 

Victory. 

He also expressed confidence 
the election will give his Christian 
Democrats and the parties partici- 
pating in his cabinet an oppor- 
tunity to “celebrate a great vic- 
tory.” 

An American diplomatic ob- 
server told a reporter that ac- 
cording to the best estimates now, 
the Communist-led Popular Front 
and the Christian Democrats will 
each get about 35 per cent of the 
total vote. He added: 

“A point or two either way 
could make a whale of a differ- 
ence in the political picture, If 
De Gasperi’s Christian Democrats 
alone can squeeze out ahead of 
the combined leftist front, the 
Communists will have no reason 
to demand the right to form a 
new government.” 

Mystery Ship Sunk. 

Meanwhile, in Bari a time bomb 
exploded and sank a mystery ship 
under official custody since April 
3. The 400-ton motor vessel Lino, 
out of Yugoslav-controlled Fiume 
and the free port of Trieste, was 
impounded after it was discovered 
carrying a cargo of ri‘les and am- 
munition for a Middle East des- 
tination. It was seized in Mol- 
fetta and brought to Bari. 

Vice Premier Randolfo Pacciardi 
told a press conference last night 
the Government was in complete 
control to maintain order during 
the elections and was ready for 
“any eventuality.” 

“I believe that the right to vote 
is absolutely guaranteed,” he de- 
clared. 

In three months, he said, police 
had seized six cannon, 29 mortars, 
479 machine guns, 4508 rifles and 
other arms but are still uncovering 
hidden caches. 

Pacciardi is Nead of the mipis- 
terial committee responsible for 
public order. 

Prediction by Sforza. 

At Bern, Switzerland, Italian 
Foreign Minister Carlo Sforza pre- 
dicted overwhelming victory for 
the present Government in the 


elections. 


“I’m not a seer,” he said. “But 
[I think it will be overwhelming. 
From Switzerland alone there will 
be from 50,000 to 60,000 Italians 
going home to vote.” 

Sforza is in Bern on a three-day 
official visit. 

Meanwhile, the Communists 
hinted that there would be civil 
war in Italy unless they ‘take 
power. Through their ° national 
newspaper L’Unita, the Com- 
muniSts told Italians that they 
must vote “the servants of Tru- 
man out of office, unless they 
want Italy to be reduced to a 
battlefield like Greece.” Pacciardi 
and De Gasperi evidently were 
among the “servants” of Truman 
whom the Communists had in 
mind. Both De Gasperi and Pac- 
ciardi are prewar anti- cists 
who are now in the forefront of 
Italy’s anti-Communist forces.

The Conservatives had held} 
power for some 45 years before 
1930. They have been led for the 
last 25 years by Laureano Gomez, 
now Foreign Minister.

In recent years Gomez 
had supported the administration 
of Generalissimo Francisco Franco 
in Spain. 

In 1930, the Liberals, built to 
power by Alfonso Lopez; now 
president of the United Nations 
Security Council in New York, 
elected their firet President, En- 
rique Olaya Herrera. Then came 
16 years of Liberal grip on the 
government. Lopez was President 
twice, and Eduardo Santos, now 
Vice President, also held the pres- 
idency.

NUERNBERG, Germany, April 
10 (AP)—An American tribunal to- 
day sentenced 14 officers of Adolf 
Hitler’s S.S. (Elite Guard) to death 
on the gallows. It was the biggest 
batch of death sentences ever 
handed out in a war crimeg trial 
in Germany. 

The S§8.S. officers commanded 
roving bands of triggermen who 
killed 1,000,000 Jews, Communist 
partisans and gypsies in the wake 
of Nazi armies in Poland and Rus- 
sia, 

The 14 and seven other officers 
were found guilty yesterday. Two 
of the 21 convicted drew life terms 
and the remaining five were sent 
to prison for lesser terms ranging 
down to 10 years. 

Three-Man U. 8S. Court. 

Judge Michae!] A. Musmanno of 
Pittsburgh read the sentences at 
the end of a trial that lasted seven 
months. Other jurists on the three- 
man court were Judges John J. 
Speight of Alabama and Richard 
Dixon of North Carolina. 

Brig. Gen. Telford Taylor, chief 
prosecutor for United States war 


hailed the judgment as “a land- 

mark in the campaign against 

racial intolerance and violence.” 
“The sentences were abundantly 


The accused were known as 
“Einsatz Commandos.” It was 
their task to follow the German 
armies in the east and extermi- 
nate peoples the Nazis held were 
“racially undesirable.” Their vic- 
tims died before machine gun 
squads and in portable gas cham- 
bers. The bodies were dumped 
in mass. graves or burncd in huge 
piles. 

Names of Those Sentenced. 

Among those sentenced to be 
4] ated were Maj. Heinz Schubert, 
who claims distant relationship to 
Franz Schubert, the famed com- 
poser. 

Another was Maj. Gen. Otto 
Ohlendorf, who admitted during 
the trial that his group killed 
90,000 Jews. The slight, 41-year- 
old officer heard the sentence 
with a detached air of a man who 
knew all along what his fate 
would be.

Today rubble-strewn Berlin also is 
an international city. Like Dan- 
zig it is a pawn among the great 
powers. 


Demands Are Similar, 


This time the Germans are si- 
lent, but the demands are similar 
to those 10 years ago. Berlin’s 
Soviet-controlled newspaper now 
does the thundering. It goes like 
this: 

“The excuse for Berlin being an 
international city is ended. It is 
in the Soviet zone. It belongs to 
the Soviet occupation area. The 
western Allies must get out.” 

The Russians say four-power 
government is the only reason for 
the Allies being in Berlin, but that, 
four-power government is dead. 
The western Powers maintain 
they have just as much right in 
Berlin as the Soviet Union. 

Who killed four-power govern- 
ment? That is another hotly dis- 
puted point, 

Physically the corpse of tho Al- 
lied Control Council exists. The 
machinery is all there. But there 
has not been a major agreement 
in two yearg among the Big Four. 
Since March 20 there has not even 
been a council meeting. The Rus- 
sians walked out of the last one 
and no one has asked for another.

WASHINGTON, April 10. 


HE United States, if still imperfectly, is becoming the champion of civil lib- 

erties in the modern world. Civil liberties are denied the people living under 

the spreading influence of Soviet Russia. This is the issue between East and 
West that is emerging from the helter-skelter of power politics @s viewed from 
the Western center of power in Washington. 


With the prompt repudiation of 
O’Konski resolution, which would have in- 
eluded Spain among the nations of Europe | 
receiving American aid, the United States 
served notice on the world that we stand 
opposed to ail totalitarian systems—wheth- 
er Fascist or Communist—that are based 
on a denial of civil liberties. Acting Secre- 
tary of State Lovett asserted at this week's 
press conference that “the record is clear” 
on the Spanish question. The Franco re- 
gime in Spain, it has been plainly indicated, 
eannot enjoy the good graces of the United 
States. 

The harm that was done to the American 
cause in Europe by the inclusion of Spain 
fn European Recovery Program by the 
House of Representatives may thus have 
been more than repaired by the final exclu- 
sion of Spain and the consequent sharpening 
of the issue that divides the world.

These articles were patterned after the | 
first 10 amendments to the American Con- 
stitution—the Bill of Rights. . Whether 
Italians, confused by the pre-war Fascist 
years, by the war and the postwar poverty, 
have as yet learned to cherish these guaran- 
‘tees of freefiom may be a question. That 
they do enjoy full civil rights now—and 
will not if Communists gain control—is 
bardiy open to argument. 

Nor is it open to argument, now, that 
the British and the French see the issue of 
eivil rights with final clarity. It was, in a 
large measure, the great outcry in Britain 
and France against the resolution by Rep- 
resentative Alvin E. O’Konski (Rep,), of 
Wisconsin that led to the final repudiation 
of such a move by the joint House and 
Senate committee and by the Administra-- 
tion. .The move itself was reported to have 
been backed by “overzealous military offi- 
cers” mindful of the strategic value of 
Spanish bases in event of a war between 
the United States and Russia. 

The strategic value of Spanish bases still 
occupies the minds of the military in Wash- 
ington. Myron Taylor, President Truman’s 
personal envoy to the Vatican, recently had 
a long conversation with Generalissimo 
Franco in Madrid. But it does not now ap- 
pear that military necessity is going to 
whittle down the strong moral position 
which the United States can occupy among 
Europeans as the champions of civil liber- 
ties. Military expediency has not gone that 
far—yet. | 

Thus official statesmanship has at last 
caught up with a clarification proposed as 
long ago as last June 18 by John Foster 
Dulles, New York lawyer and chief brain 
truster on foreign affairs of the Republi- 


cans. Dulles’s proposal was made in an ad- 
dress at Northwestern University, at 
Chicago. $ 

“The issue,”’ said Dulles, “‘is not the issue 
ef economic Communism against Capitalism, 
er of state socialism against free enterprise. 

“It is not an issue of relative national 
power. These are not moral issues. The 
moral issue is the issue of the free state 
against the police state.” 

More than three moAths earlier, in an 
interview with the Post-Dispatch dated 
March 1, 1947, Dulles asserted that Ameri- 
ean conflict with Russia lies almost entirely 
within the region of civil liberties. 

Following up these suggestions, Dulles 
has proposed to Secretary of State Marshall 
the formation of an international counter 
organization to oppose the Belgrade Comin- 
form. The net effect of the Cominform’s 
activities, said the New York lawyer, is the 
denial of human rights and fundamental 
freedoms, with Czechoslovakia as the most 
recent victim. 


Russia’s Weakest Point 
‘In Appeal to Europeans. 


The danger of the present situation, Dulles } 


told Marshall, is that, in the absence of any 
effective agent to resist Communist maneu- 
vers against civil liberties, we might even- 
tually feel that we had to fight them with 
the only weapons we do have—those of all- 
out war. Such a war, in his opinion, would 
spell total ruin for both the United States 
and Russia. 

A change of. battleground to the terrain 
of the bill of rights against the police state 
would prove of decisive strategic advantage 
to the United States, in the judgment of 
Dulles. The-Soviet Union is strong, and 
has recruited millions of followers in Francé 
and Italy, because of its championship of 
social, agrarian and economic refosms, It 
is highly vulnerable, on the other hand, be- 
cause of its forcible suppression of political 
and individual freedoms. 

This, said Dulles, is America’s strongest 
issue. 

American policy has, in fact, been moving 
steadily toward the position suggested by 
Dulles—casting this nation in the role of 
world champion of civil rights—in recent 
months. When, this week, the State De- 


partment’s Lovett asserted that the Depart-

tics, President Truman's message on Civil 
Rights appeared to be a deliberate attempt 
to defeat himself as a candidate for nomina- 
tion and election. But it makes sense if 
the United States is to emerge as the world 
advocate of civil liberties. To figure con- 
vincingly in that role, we must first remove

its championship of civil rights against the 
Communist police state. 

The administration works in closest har- 
\mony with regimes in Britain, France, 
‘Belgium, Holland and Scandinavia ‘which 
are committed to Socialism and have na- 
 tionalized key economic jnstitutions, such as 
national banks, mines and railways. In 
their eyes, the bill of rights in the Ameri- 
can constitution outweighs the adherence of 
the United States to the system of private 
enterprise. 

It is recognized, of course, that the United 
States still appears to support governments 
in Greece, China, Portugal and Argentina 
that are far from simon-pure defenders of 
civil rights. Yet it is argued that once the 
aim of American policy is made clear a 
gradual remedy can be applied both abroad 


and at home. 


Even a gradual approach to civil liber- 

ties is, of course, ruled out by the advent 
of a total police state, whether of the Right 
or the Left. 
» In Haly, where:the issue is perhaps clear- 
est today, civil liberties are set out in some 
detail in the constitution. Persons and 
homes of Italian citizens are declared in- 
violable. Freedom is guaranteed for 
thought, speech, press and religion. Secrecy 
is provided for correspondence and commu- 
nications. 

Full liberty of movement within Italy -is 
ordered by the Constitution, together with 
freedom to leave or enter the country.. The 
right of public assembly is established, and 
also the privilege of free association—ex- 
cept in secret bodies with political aims to 
be enforced by military means. 


Christian Democrats 

Champion Italian Liberty. 

It is forbidden to deprive any citizen, on 
political ground, of his rights of law and 
citizenship. Those without means are to be 
supplied with legal defense in courts of law, 
at public expense. 

Ex post facto prosecutions‘are prohibited. 
Extradition for political crimes is barred 
and the death penalty abolished save under 
military law in time of war. The right of 
suffrage, to which all men and women 
reaching the age of 21 are eligible, is guar- 
anteed to be free and secret. Both sexes 
are empowered to hold elective office on an 
equal basis. 

Italian Socialists, despite these guaran- 
tees, have in the main submitted bag and 
baggage to Communist lesdership, unlike 
their fellow Socialists in France and Britain. 
Therefore the protection of civil liberties 
fell into the hands of the country’s largest 
single party, the Christian Democrats, whose 
inspiration is Catholic. 

The Communist party hopes that the Peo- 
ple’s Front, composed of Communists and 
Left Socialists, chiefly, will win a plurality 
of the votes at the polls April 18. Pre- 
mier Alcide de Gasperi, however, has an- 
nounced that the various parties comprising 
the People’s Front will be considered sepa- 
ratély—and it is highly doubtful if either

wins, and is thus denied power, Communists 
have threatened to resort to violence. 


Even if the Christian Democrats win a. 


plurality, however, it will be necesssary for

HE career of Paul Gray Hoffman, chosen by President 'Ruman to adminis-

It is commonly said that Paul Hoffman 
is tackling the biggest job in the world. The 
prestige of the United States and the peace 
of the world may well depend on the kind 
of a performance he ‘turns in. 

Hoffman is the new kind of auccessful 
American business man. His is neither the 
tradition of the nineteenth-century tycoon 
nor the Babbitt myth of the 1920s. 

The Hoffman story has humble begin- 
nings. It is full of drive and vigor. It 
Gets Things Done, It is generously marked 
with that easily-recognized badge of-suc- 
cess—money. 

But: the modern American success story 
does not stop there. Paul Hoffman is a 
man with a social conscience. He is proud 
of the Studebaker Corporation’s labor rec- 
ord, which is almost indecently free of 
strikes; there have been no labor stoppages 
at the South Bend plant since it was founded 
in 1852. He serves as chairman of the 
board of the Committee for Economic De. 
velopment, which is. trying to figure out 
how to avoid depressions. He has been ac- 
tive in such movements as the National 


Morse of Oregon, voting with Republican 
majorities only 30 per cent of the time, 
The most regular Democrat is John J.

On the Democratic side, Virginia is the 
| atate with the least regular record. Harry 
iF. Byrd voted with the majority of Demo- 
/crats only 34 per cent of the time and his 
‘colleague, A. Willis Robertson, only 64 per 
cent. It is particularly interesting that two 
of the three most regular Democrats, Ala- 
bama’s Sparkman in first place and Lister 
Hill, who is third with 97 per cent, both 
are in the movement to block Truman, 

Missouri's Republican Senators provide a 
notable contrast on this score. No one will 
be surprised to find James P, Kem with a 
record of 95 per cent regularity, which gives 
him No. 5 place among the Republicans, But 
not every Missourian will expect to find 
Forrest C. Donnell with a record of only 
78 per cent regularity. He ranks as No. 41. 

C. Wayland Brooks of Illinois is ninth 
among the Republicans with a regularity 
record of 97 per cent. Scott Lucas with a 
91: per cent is sixteenth among Democrats. 

In a general way, it will be seen- that 
progressive Republicans were most irregu- 
lar, while irregular Democrats often voted 
with conservative Republicans.

Hoffman's social conscience misled Repre- 
sentative Gwinn (Rep.) of New York into 
denouncing him as a powerful “influence 
to ‘the Left,” after Hoffman’s appointment 
had been confirmed by the Senate last 
Wednesday.

A proper word has yet to be invented for 
the new role of the United States in world 
affairs. ERP’s new administrator is as dif- 
ficult to put In a word. 

Paul Hoffman will be 57 years old April 
26. He is five feet, nine and a half inches 
tall, weighs about 170 pounds. His face, 
like his figure, is slightly rounded, but 
disciplined: His eyes are very blue, his 
graying hair slicked back. 

The man’s habitual expression is one of 
impending amusement, He speaks in &@ 
calm voice, but moves rapidly, with bound- 
ing energy. 


Seldom Takes a Drink; 
Says He Doesn’t Like it. 


This energy he husbands. Until about 
five years ago he was a chain cigarette 
smoker. Then it appeared that smoking was 
irritating his throat. "He stopped, and never 
began smoking again. He rarely drinks; 
says he doesn’t like the stuff. 

He is a hard, concentrated worker. At 
South Bend he often gets to the office by 
8:15 a.m. and seldom leaves before 6 p.m., 
by which time his associates are limp. They 
like Hoffman, but are uot sorry to see him 
leave for an out-of-town trip, which is 
perhaps Hoffman’s most familiar posture. 

He travels light, mostly with the clothes 
he has on his back. He'll stuff a clean shirt, 
a toothbrush and a razor in his brief-case 
and be off. The best way to get there is 
the way Hoffman goes, whether by plane or 
day-coach. His dark, conservative suit will 
be rumpled before he returns to South Bend, 
his gaudy necktie askew. But the Hoffman 
energy will still be intact. 

Anywhere, at any time, he can drop to 
sleep on 30 seconds’ notice. And does. He 
eats what is put before him, but lightly, He 
works at full throttle, then stops, plays golf. 
Says he needs the exercise. 

What Paul Hoffman has done with all 
this furious energy, up until now, can be 
told briefly. As a young man in Chicago 
he had the notion to be a lawyer, but after 
, a year at the University of Chicago he gave. 
Pit up. He quit school and started selling 
automobiles. He sold automobiles in Chi- 
cago, at first, then when his family moved 


automobiles there. It was a rough game, 
but he did well. 

When the Studebaker Corporation brought 
Hoffman to'the home office as vice presi- 
dent in charge of sales, in 1925, he had 
built his West Coast’ buainess to an annual 
gross of $7,000,000. At South Bend Hoftf- 
man continued to do well, although his cor- 
poration had its ups and downs. 

Low point was in the 1930s, when the 
corporation went bankrupt, the corporation 
president committed suicide. Hoffman, the 
new president, and Harold Vance, now 
chairman of the board, pulled Studebaker 
out of the red—with the help of the union, 
which appropriated funds to advertise 
Studebaker automobiles. Studebaker work- 
ers still belong to the CIO United Automo- 
bile Workers, and Studebaker’s employe re- 
lations are still cordial; cost and profit fig- 
ures are kept on file for inspection by union 
leaders. Corporation assets total about 
$100,000,000, and in the automobile indus- 
try Studebaker generally is placed fourth— 
below General Motors, Chrysler and Ford. 

Hoffman, whose father was a not-too- 
successful inventor, has made enough money 
to support a wife and seven children in the 
luxury of two homes: one at Union Pier, 
Mich., and a winter home at Pasadena, 
Calif. Until recently he maintained a third 
| home at South Bend. 


His five sons are all veterans of World

During World War I!t.Hoffman’s Stude- 
baker Corporation made the machines of 
war as energetically as it now manufactures 
postwar automobiles. Notable war-time 
manufacturing accomplishments at Sowth 
Bend included meeting contract schedules 
for trucks and airplane engines. 

Came the postwar period, and’ Hoffman 
was ready with new designs for the Stude- 
baker—and fresh ideas for the nation as s 
whole. As head of CED he thre-v his weight 
on the side of such things as lower tariffs, 
the end of cartels, checks on inflation and 
measures to control the business cycle, He 
helped develop the Marshall Plan, serving 
on Secretary of Commerce Harriman’s com- 
mittee, and has just completed a study of 
Japan’s economic problems, for Truman. 


Urges Quick Increase 
In European Production. 


In summing up what he stands for, Hoff- 
man rejects both the terms “liberal” and 
“progressive” as outworn. His own phrase 
is “Republican—responsible,”’ 

His public utterances are many. He has 
written two books on subjects connected 
with the automobile industry and many ar- 
ticles on more general subjects. He is @ 
frank defender of capitalism, Representa- 
tive Gwinn to the contrary notwithstanding. 
ae ye is, however, a spirit of humanism— 

of pragmatism—about that defense. 

“Our answer to the critics of capitalism,” 
he said recently, “should not be.a recital of 
past accomplishment, but rather a plan of 
action for so improving the effectiveness of 
our system that it will yield ever-increasing 
opportunities for more and more people. 
The ultimate test of any business system is 
what it produces for the average man.” 

Hoffman's views on ERP are plainiy in 
the record—in this instance the Congres- 
stonal Record of his testimony before the . 
Senate Foreign Relations Committee last 
Jan, 23. 


“The key to the maintenance of free soci- 


_|eties and free economies in Western Eu- 


rope,” said Hoffman, “is production. If 
production can be increased by one-third, 
quickly, Western Europe will be on the way 
to prosperity—and ‘prosperity is a powerful 


‘antidote for Communism. 


“There is, of course, the risk that a pro- 
gram of foreign aid will fail. The destruc- 
tive forces in Europe are strong. But there 
are much greater risks in a do-nothing 
policy.” 

Hoffman was particularly insistent that 
the ERP administrator be given powers in- 
dependent from the State Department. 

“There are times,” he told the Foreign 
Relations Committee, “when it: would be 
helpful, we believe, for the Secretary of 
State to be able to say (to European gov- 
ernments), ‘Well, of course, this adminis- 
trator, now, you: know, is a business man, 
and you will have to excuse him for being 
a little brusque, but of course he is uot 
responsible to me.’ ” . 

In general, Hoffman felt the stntatahinn 
tor should be free to meet novel situations 
in novel ways. “Effective administration 
of the program will require the best brains 
of the country,” Hoffman had said in Janu- 
ary. “The job requires a combination of 
administrative skill, sound business judg- 
ment and broad. experience, which is

Says Hoffman Given 
Biggest Promotion Ever. 


President Truman thought Hoffman him- 
self filled this bill. He appointed Hoffman 
to the job which carries with it a salary of 
$20,000 a year and cabinet rank—neither 
of which indicates its vast importance. 

Hoffman himself had described the task 
as one of American “self-interest, but an 
enlightened self-interest, which recognizes 
the interdependence of the modern world.

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Between Two Primaries 

Today the country is about midway between 
the Wisconsin and Nebraska primaries. It is a 
good time to take an early, overall look at the 
presidential campaign. It is an equally good 
time to have another look at the presidential 
primary as an instrument of democracy. 


After the Wisconsin primary, the Republican 
contest ig wide open. Former Gov. Stassen of 
Minnesota came way up as a G.O.P. contender 
with his stunning victory in the state of the LaFol- 
lettes. Gen. MacArthur all but took the count 
even though he won_eight delegates; he needed 
a clean sweep to be in the least impressive. The 
goose egg for Gov. Dewey seriously set back the 
head start of the 1944 nominee and only -time 
will tell whether it dealt a fatal blow. 


Right on the heels of that exceedingly inter- 
esting race comes perhaps the most noteworthy 
presidential primary ever held. Tired of seeing 
such primaries misused as devices to build up 
favorite sons, a group of Nebraska civic leaders 
got together and entered everyone who is either 
an aspirant for the White House or who is prom- 
inently mentioned-—-with the third-party excep- 
tion of Henry A. Wallace. Thanks to the enter- 
prise of these alert citizens, the Nebraskan who 
marks a Republica ballot will find not only 
Stassen, MacArthur and Dewey to choose from, 
but also Senators Taft and Vandenberg, Gov. 
Warren of California and Speaker Martin. 


Another Stassen victory would really set the 
party managers agog. Another shutout for 
Dewey or even a poor showing would go far 
to put his candidacy on the skids, That the 
New York Governor knows the situation is shown 
by his decision to pass up the Gridiron dinner of 
the correspondents in Washington in order to ap- 
peal personally for votes in the wheat towns of 
western Nebraska. He could take little satis- 
faction in the 90 machine-punched delegates from 
New York while losing in open elections in the 
heart of America. | 

The candidate with the great stake in Nebras- 
ka unquestionably is Taft. He is making his 
first trip to the polls this year. He is still on 
the ground campaigning hard. And he has the 
backing of the organization of his senatorial col- 
league, Hugh Butler., If Taft cannot do well at 
the polling places in view of all this, his follow- 
ers will quickly lose interest. For Taft could 
then look forward to little more than a favorite 
son vote in Ohio and of that he cannot be en- 
tirely sure. 

Thus, Nebraska’s free-for-all primary on the 
Republican ticket suggests the free-for-all char- 
acter of the party's race leading up to the June 
convention. Certainly there is no prospect now 
that there will be a one-ballot nomination, as 


there was for Dewey four years ago, or that some . 


one personality will dominate the proceedings as 
Wendell Willkie did in 1940. | 

Compared with the last three presidential 
years, when their nominee was Franklin Roose- 
velt, the Democratic race is also open. The odds 
are in favor of President Truman’s nomination 
in July. Clearly the spirit of revolt is nothing 
like as apparent now as it was several weeks 
ago. Even so, there is no guarantee that Mr. 
Truman will be the convention’s choice. His 
political skill at holding the divergent Demo- 
cratic elements together will tell the story. 


So it is that for the first time in the memory 
of many voting citizens the American people are 
engaged in the business of a detailed sorting of 
their political leaders with a view to filling the 
highest office at their command. It is a whole- 
some enterprise—all the more wholesome be- 
cause there is nothing cut and dried about it. 
Whatever its faults, it stands in happy contrast 
to the techniques to be seen elsewhere today— 
whether bloody revolution or totalitarian infil- 
tration. 

We do not hold at all with those who find it 
unfortunate that there should be a presidential 
election in this crisis year. Our free elections 
are the very substance of democracy. How can 
democracy’s virility and adequacy be better dem- 
onstrated to the world? 

For breathing new life into the presidential 
primary, Wisconsin and Nebraska are entitled to 
generous applause over the country.

Top Salesman 


John L. Lewis has done the coal miners of 
the United States many a big service and they 
have ample cause to be grateful for his leader- 
ship. This doesn’t mean, however, that they 
should always accept him as right and that his 
every act is above criticism by the men who dig 
the country’s coal. In the midst of the current 
strike, which is running up a terrific bill in un- 
employment, reduced production and curtailed 
transportation, comes the nomination of Lewis as 
“top salesman” of the diesel engine manufactur- 
ing industry. At Chicago, Harvey T. Hill, execu- 
tive director of the Diesel Engine Manufactur- 
ers’ Association, says his group is “grateful to 
Lewis for promoting the cause of oil-fueled ma- 
chinery with frequent strikes in the coal fields.

The latest report of the President's economic 
advisers has been scornfully repulsed on Capitol 
Hill, Chairman Wolcott of the House Banking 
Committee, and other guides of G.O.P. economic 
thinking seem to believe that they are much 
smarter than was the, Nazis’ Hermann Goering. 
Maybe he could not provide butter and guns si- 
multaneously, but they feel that they can do it. 


Dr. Nourse: and the other presidential advis- 
ers, however, are skeptical. They cannot ¢eon- 
template European aid, increased military spend- 
ing and tax cutting without turning on their 
warning sirens. Sadly, both wartime and post- 
war experience seem to indicate that they are 
sounding no false alarm. 

The inflationary merry-go-round could pick up 
speed with sickening rapidity. Higher prices 
could quickly lead to new wage demands and 
strikes. Work stoppages could worsen shortages. 
Shortages could run prices higher. Scarcities 
could induce hoarding. Without proper controls, 


the revival of the draft could bring about labor 


piracy. And so on and on into a wild whirl of 
waste and woe. 

It should be obvious that the nation needs that 
“systematic and vigorous discipline” which Dr. 
Nourse recommended. But the politicians shut 
their eyes and push their fingers into their ears. 
People, naturally, do not like controls, and they 
are not going to risk their election chances by 
doing anything that the people do not like. 

It ought to occur to them, however, that the 
people might dislike the desperate struggle to 
make ends meet even more than they dislike con- 
trols. It might occur to them that the people, 
having put up with the aftermath of OPA, may 
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‘mo longer be so easily seduced by talk against 


controls, It is possible that the people are ahead 
of the legislators in their economic thinking. 
The attitude of Mr, Wolcott and his colleagues 
is one of “let's wait and see what happens.” But 
the least this Congress ought to do is to prepare 
an all-embracing stand-by control program. The 
fact that the Government was authorized and 
ready to act might have some inhibiting influ- 
ence. If not, action itself could be quick. 
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Breakup in Bogota 
News about the revolution in Colombia still is 
sketchy——at least so far as its causes and effects 
are concerned, Friday's first Dulletins from Bo- 
gota left room for the impression that it might 
be one of those semi-spontaneous, insouciant 
South American affairs which Northerners—with 
their decorum and their sense of the fitness of 

things—never can quite understand. 


Subsequent dispatches, however, told of much 
bloodshed, destruction and looting. And, of 
course, the ninth International Conference of 
American States is at a standstill. 


The immediate cause of the outbreak clearly 
was the assassination of Jorge Eliecer Gaitan, 
presidential candidate of the Liberal party. The 
violence certainly was directed against the Con- 
servative administration of President Mariano 
Ospina Perez. His Foreign Minister and Colom- 
bia’s delegate to the Pan-American sessions, Lau- 
reano Gomez, was a particular target of the riot- 


ers’ indignation and drew them to the National . 


Palace, headquarters of the conference. All of 


the delegates fortunately escaped harm. 


The Government radio reports that President 
Perez is rapidly regaining control of the situa- 
tion, but the rebels have announced that a junta 
under Dr. Molina, president of the national uni- 
versity, has been set up. In New York, Vice 
President Edyardo Santos, himself a Liberal, be- 
littled this talk about a junta. He said that there 


had been no revolution at all, that the violence 


was merely an outburst of passionate protest 
against the murder of his political colleague, Dr. 
Gaitan. So judgment as to the domestic impli- 
cations of the explosion must await more de- 
tailed explanations of the most recent trends in 
Colombian politics. 


The continuance of the hemispheric confer- — 
ence, however, is of immediate concern. In. 


view of the present world situation, it would be 
tragic if the delegates were to disperse with their 
work unfinished. Secretary of State Marshall 
considered this of sufficient importance to ware 
rant his personal attention, so it is to be hoped 
that he will see it through. 

After the events of the last two days, Bogota 
may be an uncomfortable seat for the sessions. 
If so, the Peruvian Government already has of- 


fered facilities for carrying them on in Lima. ° 


And the Argentine regime has offered air trans- 
port to any delegates who may desire it. A shift 
of scene, therefore, Could be quickly effected. 
But whether or not it is necessary, the United 
States certainly should not stomp out in dis- 
gust, Whether or not Colombian politicos sought 
to. gain advantage from the embarrassment of 
the conference, statesmanship should rise above 
the interruption.

Some Missouri communities under-assess prop- 
erty to avoid state taxes and to get state aids 
without Ievying the prescribed minimum taxes 
on themselves. The assessment in St. Louis av- 
erages out to approximately 100 per cent of value, 
in contrast with 25 per cent assessments in some 
parts of the state. This is one reason that St. 
Louis contributes so much to the state and gets 
back so little. To the retiring Legislature's credit, 
it recognized the problem and asked the Legis- 
lative Research Committee to make a complete 
survey with a view to correative legislation. 

Once the facts are marshalled, St. Louis’ com- 
plaint against unequal assessments cannot be 
disregarded as merely selfish. It is said that 
Legislatures hold facts second to the play for 
advantage but the last Legislature rose above 
that cynical judgmeht when it accepted St. Louis 
Sanitarium and Training School, It did not have 
to assume these burdens for the state. It was 
merely honor-bound to do so when it was shown 
the faets that these city-financed institutions 
were without precedent in Missouri or anywhere 
in the United States. 

There is reason to hope that the assessment 
problem and other long-standing Missouri prob- 
lems will yield to the factual approach.

Italy’s No. 1 party is Premier 
Aleide de Gasperi’s, the Christian 
Democrats.

New Fascist Groups. 

Qne of the big surprises in the 
election may be provided hy the 
frankly Fascistic MSI, or Italian 
socialist movement. 

This group, whose real leaders 
refuge to reveal themselves, didn't 
even exist during the last national 
elections on June 2, 1946. During 
thig campaign, it has been mak- 
ing a surprisingly strong bid, 
spendi liberally funds reported 
supplied largely by big industrial- 
ists. MSI is reported to have a 
good chance of corraling some 40 
seats in the Chamber of Deputies, 
or enough to make it the Third 
Party im the country. 

Scarcely less Fascistic in tinge 
is the National Movement for So- 
cial Democracy, headed by Emilio 
Patrisai. Bitterly anti-Communist, 
this group formerly was part of 
the original neo-Fascistic Common 
Man party of Guglielmo Giannini. 
Patrissi reportedly broke from 
the Common Man group because 
Giannnini is “too far to the left.” 
Observers calculate that at best 
the Patrissi outfit may elect a 
dozen. deputies. 

Giannini, in this election, has 
merged his Common Man ‘group 
inte the “National Blec.” It in- 
cludes the Liberal party and sev- 
eral other small a nene of 
which is likely to leok favorably 
on a parliamentary coalition with 
the Communists.

The Anatomy of Loyalty;

HE full weight and ranga 
T of “Four Studies in Loyalty” 

by the English writer, Chris- 
topher Sykes, is inadequately 
conveyed by the title. The four 
parts of this book do have an in- 
ward relationship, to be~ sure, 
and they are concerned with the 
effects on character and be- 
havior that an unshakeable at- 
tachment to an idea can have. 
But they are much more than a 
closely controlled examination 
into the anatomy of loyalty. 
Their scope is wide enough to in- 
clude social commentary, esthetic 
theorizing, travel notes, discus- 
sions of high politics, close-up 
views of guerilla warfare and in- 
mumerable vignettes of odd per- 
sonalities. 

For all its diversity, however, 
the book is no rag-bag of varie- 
gated impressions. One of the 
author’s virtues is his ability to 
make charming digressiong: with- 
out losing the point, Another is 
the truly fine quality of his 
prose which is engaging, warm 
and unpretentious and at the 
game time rhythmic and beauti- 
fully proportioned. Moreover, 
Mr. Sykes is a natural story 
teller. ° 


Three of the four studies deal 
with individuals and one with a 
community—a village in the 
Vosges mountains which was a 
center of French resistance dur- 
{ng the war. And in three of 
the four the author himself is 
one of the figures in the fore- 
ground. The only one derived 
from secondary sources is the 
profile of the author's euncle 
who bore the same name, Chris- 
topher Sykes. 

The elder Sykes was a Vic- 
torian dandy whose “epicene 
beauty” as a youth hardened in- 
to a formidable grandeur when 
he grew older, To most objec- 
tive observers he would have 
seemed a ridiculous—even a 
farcical figure whose abject de- 
votion 4o his Prince (later King 
Edward VII) was the measure 
ef a miftroscopic soul.

While famines may cause 
wars and while wars surely cause 
famine, neither seems to prevent 
over-population. “Within the 
last century, when wars have 
been common all over the world, 
the human population of the 
earth has almost doubled,” he 
says. 

Mr. Osborn has done a good 
job of summing up the need for 


conserving the world’s resources - 


of soil, water, timber and grass- 
land. He has shown how critical 
the problem of a balanced world 
agriculture has become. He has 
shown that the problem is in- 
ternational in scope and that 
mankind will have to face up to 
the demands of nature or submit 
to the extinction of civilization. 
He has refused to suggest a pro- 
gram whereby this can be imple- 
mented in a practical way. Per- 
haps that is beyond a scientist's 
scope.

HYDE PARK, N. Y., April 10 

(AP)—The man and the -fur- 
coated woman chatted briskly as 
they walked up the path toward 
the break in the high hemlock 
hedge. 
Then they saw the simple, white 
marble stone in the center of the 
enclosed rose garden, Their de- 
meanor changed. The man re- 
moved his hat. The woman's 
voice dropped to a whisper, Their 
steps slowed and they walked into 
th, garden with reverent mien. 
To the attendants, their behavior 
was typical of thousands who 
have walked the same path. 


In two short years, the great 
home in which Franklin D. Roose- 
velt was born and lived and the 
vast estate in which he lies buried 
have been visited by almost l1,- 
000,000 men, women and children. 
In that time it has taken its own 
place in the affections of the 
people. In numbers of visitors, 
the Krum Elbow estate rivals such 
historic sites as Independence 
Hall and the Statue of Liberty. 

The old Manor House, command- 
ing the sweep of the Hudson, and 
the secluded grave were quict 
places during the winter months 
when the snow lay heavy on the 
evergreens. There was only a 
handful of visitors. 

Crowds Picking Up. 

But now, as daffodils bring 
color to the lawns and woods vio- 
lets show under the ancient 
trees, the automobiles and busses 
are rolling through the gates 
again in increasing numbers. 

Monday the third anniversary 
of the President’s death, will 
mark the beginning of another 
busy season for the staff of 53 
National Parks Service men and 
women who administer the United 
States owned Krum Elbow estate 
and nearby Vanderbilt mansion. 
Au usual, services at the grave 
will mark the anniversary and 
the date when the crowds start 
coming back. 

This year, for the first time, 
Mrs. Roosevelt will not be present 
at the anniversary ceremonies. She 
will dedicate a statue of her hus- 
band in London, Elliott Roosevelt, 
whose home is a few miles away, 
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will take his mother’s place as 
host. 

The 33 acres, the comfortable 
house, the library-museum and the 
burial spot combine to make an 
impressive monument to a man. 
The man himself designed hig own 
monument, “or the Roosevelt es- 
tate is presented to the American 
people just as its thirty-first 
President desired it should be. 

Talk of Roosevelts. — 

Even casual visitors feel it. 
Doors of the H-shaped wood and 
fieldstone house are thrown hos- 
pitably wide and people walk in 
and out with utter freedom. They 
talk constantly of Roosevelt and 
Roosevelts, and the talk is per- 
sonal, as of old friends. 

By now the Roosevelts and their 
ancestral home are an old story 
to the Parks Service staff. Their 
worry ig handling the throngs that 
pour in daily during the warm- 
weather months. 

“It goes up steadily from early 
April,” Frederick L. Rath, site 
historian said. “There were 58,000 
last June; 99,000 in July; 114,000 
in August and 62,000 in September. 
There were around 60,000 in 
October, and on the Columbus day 
weekend we haridled the biggest 
crowd in our history, more than 
10,000 people. 

The visitors come from every 
state of the Union and from coun- 
tries all over the’ world. There 
are tourists and persons ‘rom 
nearby communities. There are 
visiting dignitaries and ceremonial 
wreath layings, and there are 
plain people who bring a small 
bunch of flowers to place beside 
the tomb. There is a quota of 
fanatic Roosevelt haters, and oc- 
casionally a crank or crackpot.

Before 1840, the British tried 
four times to retrieve their 
wealth.

In 1900, salvagers 
looking for another sunken hull 
atumbled on an old anchor marked 
H.M.S. Hussar. 

In 1936, Simon Lake, inventor 
of the submarine, tried his luck, 
using a long, wide, air-pressure 
tube from a surface ship to the 
river bottom. For two years, Lake 
fought the currents and _ thick 
layers of mud, covered 1800 feet 
of Bronx shoreline, pumped up 
rivet heads, grate bars, stick pins 
and even some silver coins minted 
after 1900, but none of the British

But don't stop at New York. | 
There are atill other points on

Legends of the Southwest. 

For those who can’t stand the 
sea air, there are plenty of places 
inland where you might get rich.

Every year about 7000 optimists 
hunt’for the millions in gold atill 
believed lying in the “Lost Dutch- 
man Mine” in Superstition Moun- 
tain, 36 miles east of Phoenix, 
Ariz.

WASHINGTON, April 10 (AP) 
—A nation-wide boom in oil pro- 
motions has kicked up in the 
wake of higher crude oil prices, 
oil shortages and talk of war. 

So say the men who should 
know—the staff of the oil and gas 
division of the Securities and Ex- 
change Commission. 

Their job is to keep track of 
oil promoters and their securities 
and the general state of the oil 
industry. 

Companies issuing securities in 
amounts exceeding $300,000 must 
report the facts of their promo- 
tions to the SEC. They are re- 
quired by law’to submit financial 
statements and they must submit 
their “literature.” 

The SEC staff combs over every 
comma. Its three geological ex- 
perts compare the reports with 
maps, sometimes go into the field. 
The staff's lawyers sniff for evi- 
dence of fraud, 

In the last four months, say 
these lawyers, there has been a 
marked increase in “actionable 
stuff” crossing their desks. Ac- 
tionable stuff means questionable 
oil ventures which may land pro- 
moters in jail. 3 

The lawyers’ work in tracing 

down questionable promoters is 
secret, so they refuse to give 
figures and other specific in- 
formation on the increase of these 
promotions. 
Many oil promotions are in no 
way dishonest. Yet the experts 
get headaches trying to pin down 
the ‘acts. 

The commission igs forbidden by 
law to pass on the merits of se- 
curities., Its main job is to see that 
all the facts are honestly stated. 
This is the rub, 

As one lawyer says; 

“We tear our hair out trying 
to get at the facts because moat 
of the material they file with us 
always has a semblance of fact 
running through it.

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Texas City Striding Out of Ruins 
Of Blast; Output Restored in Year 


80 Pct. of Business Houses and Horhes Re- 


built—Deeper Channel to Increase Ship- 
ping—Housing Is Serious Problem. 


TEXAS CITY, Tex., April 10 
(AP)—Growing pains are replac- 
ing Texas City’s scars and twisted 
debris. 

A year ago next Friday—April 
16—a series of waterfront explo- 
gions brought destruction to this 
little Texas coastal city. 

Docks were wrecked and the 
shipping channel and slips were 
filled with debris. Tightly clus- 
tered industrial plants were 
ruined or seriously crippled. 

There were 512 persons dead or 
missing, 3000 injured, 3382 homes 
and 130 business structures de- 
etroyed or damaged. 

But residents rallied quickly 
with determination to soothe their 
heartaches with an even greater 
Texas City. There is striking evi- 
dence today of progress made 
during 12 brief months. 

The city’s population, only 5748 
fin 1940, has jumped since last 
April from 18,000 to 27,000, and 
there are predictions of 40,000 
within three to five years. 

With a single exception, the 
city’s industrial plants are back 
in operation with production fig- 
ures equal to or greater than a 
year ago. Practically every in- 
dustrial plant has expansion pro- 

underway or on drafting 

and city officials say pros- 
pects are good for new plants 
that may exceed $100,000,000 in 
value. 

The ship channel is being 
@redged deeper to facilitate in- 
creased operations and a 12,000- 
foot barge canal that will open 
new waterfront areas for develop- 
ment is two-thirds completed. 

In March 1947 the port handled 
1,061,000 tons of cargo, including 
bulk liquid, dry cargo and sea 
train operations. In February of 
this year, 10 months after the dis- 
aster, the still-wrecked water- 
front handled 1,028,000 tons of 
bulk liquid and sea train ship- 
ments. Port officials are confi- 
dent tonnage figures will far ex- 
ceed those prior to the disaster 
by the time wrecked docks and 
warehouses are restored. 

With only a few isolated scars, 
the business section and residen- 
tial areas today present the ap- 
pearance of any ordinary city.

Eighty per cent of homes and 
business houses damaged in the 
disaster have been repaired and 
over 600 new homes or dwelling 


way. <A _ $1,850,000 bond election 
for a new high school and addi- 
tions to two other school buildings 
Was approved five months after 
the disaster. 

Street and sewage improve- 
ments bond issues designed to 
enable the municipal government 
to keep pace with the city’s 
growth now are being considered. 

One of the most pressing prob- 
lems resulting from the disaster 
probably cannot be settled for 
many months. This involvesgover 
50 federal court suits now on file 
in Galveston. These suits seek 
more than $90,000,000 from the 
Federal Government. Petitioners 
include individuals injured in the 
disaster, survivors of those killed, 
industrial plants and insurance 
companies. 

The cases have been filed under 
the 1946 Federal Tort Claims Act, 
which places the Government on 
an equal liability footing with pri- 
vate citizens in many instances. 

It is alleged the Government is 
to blame for the explosions be- 
cause the ammonium nitrate 
which set of the chain of blasts 
was manufactured in government 
ordnance plants. The Government 
also is charged with failure to take 
sufficient steps in warning of the 
explosive qualities of the chemical 
compound. 

Attorneys In Houston and Gal- 
veston report a number of similar 
cases are being prepared for filing 
prior to the April 16-17 deadline, 
one year after the disaster. 


Texas City wil observe the dis- 
aster’s first anniversary quietly. 

Various churches will hold me- 
moria] services, but there will be 
no mass service at the waterfront, 
downtown or at the little four-acre 
Memorial Cemetery four miles 
north of the scene of the explo- 
sions, 

The cemetery, containing the 
bodies of 63 unknown dead, now 
is being landscaped and soon will 
be a beautiful memorial to the 
disaster victims. 

At the city hall, Police Chief 
Foster Nelson continues to hold 
on file the few personal effects of 
the unknown dead.

Building permits, excluding in- 
dustrial plants, last year totaled 
$5,314,460, as compared with 
$1,157,397 in 1946. 

Along the waterfront and indus- 
trial area sprawling across the 
southern half of the city there is 
a beehive of activity. With only 
one exception, Monsanto Chemical 
Co., of St. Louis, all plants are in 
full scale operation and swarming 
with employes. 

Monsanto, whose vast styrene 
plant suffered more than $20,000,- 
900 in damage, is expected to re- 
gume operations in early summer.

ganto purchased 57 additional 
acres of land and began a huge 
expansion program in conjunction 
With rebuilding the old plant.

‘Muscle Man’ Puts Up Facade of Respectabil- ee 
ity by Maintaining Pretentious Illinois =e 
Residence and a Home in Miami Beach.

CHICAGO, April 10. 
ONY ACCARDO, “policeman” 
for the Capone syndicate and 
a muscle man in appearance as 
well as in fact, protects his fam- 
ily behind a facade of respectabi)- 
ity by maintaining residences in 
swank River Forest and in Miami!

The River Forest home which 
Accardo purchased for $25,000, a 
prewar price, is at 1431 North 
Ashland avenue, not far from the 
equally pretentious home of Paul 
(The Waiter) Ricca, another mem- 
ber of the Capone high command, 
whose easy parole from federal 
prison is under federal investiga- 
tion. The two-story brick home 
is reported to be lavishly fur- 
nished, with heavy tapestries and 
thick rugs. A winding stairway 
leads to the upper floor and there 


is a rumpus room and bar in the. 
Relatives and friends | 


hasement. 
gather there for quiet Sunday aft- 
ernoons with Tony and his wife. 


Surrounding the house is a well- 
kept lawn, shaded by large trees. 
There are shrubs and a smal! gar- 
den, anf a garage for three auto- 
mobiles, One of the machines is 
a green Cadillac convertible. On 
warm days bulky Tony has been 
scen, in green summer ensemble, 
matching the color of the ma- 
chine. 

Enjoys His Money. 

Tony’s Miami Beach home is 
in the 9100 block of Collins ave- 
nue, a most desirable and respec- 
table section. Tony likes nothing 
better than an afternoon at a 
Florida jockey club, in the season, 
or at the Cicero track when he 
is back in Chicago. He and his 
wife and child also spend some 
time at Long Beach, Ind., where 
Ricca has a summer home. Bar- 
ring the less pleasant features of 
a gangster’s life—arrest, police 
questioning, indictment and pos- 
sible assassination—Tony has a 
very nice time on the money he 
has drawn from the various lucra- 
tive enterprises of the Capone syn- 
dicate. 

Tony, also known to police as 


“Joe Batters,” began his hoodlum 
career with the notorious Circus 


toward the top in gang impor- 
tance and became a Capone lieu- 
tenant. One of his outstanding 
characteristics, it is said, is his 
ability to carry out orders. Some 
authorities and investigators be- 
lieve his nine visits to Atlanta 
and Leavenworth prisons in the 
role of a lawyer Were to get or- 
ders from Ricca and Louis (Little 
New York) Campagna, and carry 
out their instructions in handling 
the more important details of the 
gang’s business during their ab- 
sence. 

Accardo, who used the name of 
Joseph Bulger, a Chicago lawyer, 
on the visits, was indicted by a 
federal grand jury last January 
on charges of conspiracy and fal- 
sification of Government records, 
Eugene Bernstein, Campagna’s 
lawyer, was charged in an indict- 
ment by the same grand jury with 
aiding Tony in the false idenifi- 
cation. Conviction carries a maxi- 
mum penalty of 10 years in prison 
;and a $10,000 fine. 


Some Early Associates.

\clates were “Machinegun Jack” 


McGurn, one of the most feared 
Chicago ees, and “Dago Law- 
rence” Mangano, both of whom 
were killed in the gang wars.

the kitchen range, and suspected 
that Capone had been warned of 
the approach of the investigators 
and had skipped. Willie was ques- 
tioned about an opium smoking 
outfit, which had been tossed out 
a window while the officers were 
pounding at the door, hitting one 
of them on the head. 

In addition to his long associa- 
tion with the Capone crowd, 
Heeney was connected by police 
with members of the Karpis and 
Barker gangs.

The Forest Fire on 
Buford Mountain

AST night our valley lay peaceful under the spring night. 


We walked for a space down the road toward the creek, 
after a long evening’s work, to breathe crisp air and clear 
away the cobwebs before going to bed. Chipper followed close 
at our heels, as always, while 

Mike explored the thickets 

along the edge of the road. 

Before us to the east loomed 

the rounded crest of Buford, 

black against the sky. Sud- 


denly above us a star burst. 


from its moorings—to streak 
downward in a great arc and 
fall behind the mountain. 
We watched it disappear, 
then noted a brightness 
along the mountain’s crest, 
as though the fallen star 
still glowed. 
Then we remembered. Late 
in the’ afternoon, when I'd 
gone out to feed the stock, 
I saw the smoke of the first 
forest fire of the year on our 
range of hills. It was on the 
far side of the crest, perhaps 
four miles away and almost 
inaccessible. It had been, when first I saw it, a small fire with 
amoke rising from just one spot at a low gap in the mountain. 
But the evening was dry and windy—and forest fire burns 
ewiftly against the wind. And now it seemed to extend for a 
full half mile along the horizon.

@ WE THOUGHT OF HOW THIS FIRE must have started. 
Certainly it could not have been an accident. Perhaps a hunter, 
{liegally pursuing fox or squirrel, had set a den tree afire. Or 
it might have been some benighted fellow “burning off the 
range” to make pasture for his cattle—although this is hard to 
credit. Yet we heard of a case just this week and not many 
miles away where a group of disgruntled stockmen, when they 
Jearned that the Forest Service was going to require grazing 
permits on the National Forest in that area, had threatened to 
fire the whole section. 

Well—we watched the glow and many things went through 
eur minds. Now our deer herd which has been ranging Buford 
mountain will be pushed out into other territory. Perhaps some 
doe, unwilling to leave her fawns, will be trapped in the circle 
ef fire. Certainly few of the smaller creatures of the forest 
will escape. The squirrels with their broods of young will die-— 
the raccoon and opossum and the ground-nesting songbirds.

This year there will he no cover on the forest floor; 
ne leaves to decay into plant food, no undergrowth to 
make browse for the deer, no perennial plants to furnish 
forage for the cattle, Foxes and coyotes will find few 
field mice on which to feed and so will move down into 
the farmers’ chicken yards. This year the rainfall will 
come rushing down the stripped sides of old Buford 
faster than ever, to wash ditches in the hillside pastures. 
Floods will roll down Saline creek higher than ever, to 
spread out across the best bottom-land fields and leave 
a thick deposit of useless gravel. In all the area burned 
over by the fire, there will be no reproduction of young 
trees this season, for the young trees will be dead.

@ SOMETIMES I WONDER WHAT PERVERSE instinct in 
man causes him to hack away constantly at the very founda- 
tions of his existence—earth’s only creature which knowingly 
works for his own extinction by destroying the environment 
that supports him.

MRS. MARTHA TAFT IN ACTION AS A SPEAKER. SHE CHARMS HER 
AUDIENCES WITH THE SIMPLICITY AND SINCERITY OF HER MANNER,

GRAND ISLAND, Nebr., April 10. 


HE coal miners who used to 

express amazement at glancing 

up from their labors to see 
Mrs. Roosevelt paying a social and 
sociological call have nothing on 
the truck driver who picked up a 
hitch-hiker outside of Seneca, 
Nebr., one day this week and 
found that it was Mrs. Robert A. 
Taft. 


Probably, if the truck driver 
was much of a reader of political 
news, he was not too surprised to 
find the wife of the Senator from 
Ohio taking this direct route to 
reach a speaking engagement at 
Broken Bow, Nebr., after the car 
carrying her had broken down. 


For Martha Bowers Taft, who 


looks a little bit like Queen Eliza- 


beth and more than a little bit like 
a clubwoman in a Helen Hokinson 
cartoon, is rapidly becoming 
known as one of the most ener- 
getic and effective campaigners in 
the Republican party. Moreover, 
ashe is a woman who would hardly 
let a little thing like a stalled mo- 
tor interfere with her tireless 
stumping for her favorite presi- 
dential candigate, her husband. 


With the political spotlight on 
Nebraska and its presidential pri- 
mary next Tuesday, leading can- 
didates have been making last- 
minute spéaking appeals to the 
state’s voters, but Martha Taft 
should win the neon campaign but- 
ton for endless endurance, 

Covering 11 towns in three days, 
she moved at a whirlwind pace 
that exhausted all but the most 
hardy. In her first day alone she 
traveled over 300 miles between 7 
a.m, and midnight, making 
apeeches and spreading good will 
at a breakfast, a luncheon, a din- 
ner and a mass meeting. 

Weaker members of the group 
accompanying her would never 
have survived but for the oases of 
friendly and hospitable’ ranchers 
scattered throughout the sand hills 
of the cow country, but Mrs. Taft, 
on nothing more stimulating than 
home made coconut cake, arrived 
rina and ebullient at her final 
stop. 
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ER day began at Alliance, 

Nebr., where she descended 

from the train at 6:55 a.m. af- 
‘ter an overnight trip from Omaha. 
it was a bright, blue, brisk, invig- 
orating morning, and Mrs. Taft, a 
small, plump figure in a flower- 
and-feather bedecked hat and a 
navy suit with a dancing silver 
elephant on the lapel, was greeted 
by a covey of committeewomen 
wearing a variety of elephant cos- 
fume jewelry pieces. (Outatand- 
ing was Mra. Edna Donald, na- 
tional committeewoman who wore 
a long necklace of ivory ele- 
phants.) 

“Speaking out is good campaign 
tactics,” Mrs, Taft told the 75 
residents of Box Butte county 
who gathered in the local hotel 
dining room to hear her. “As far 
as I know, the Sphinx never won 
an election.” 

Speaking out for her candidate, 
she continued: 

“He's not just a candidate. He 
doesn't have time away from his 
job. He's in the Senate, working 
very hard, and he can’t get away 
for long, so his friends have to 
help him, And if his friends can 
help him, certainly his wife. can 
help him.” (Thus she answered, 
obliquely, the worries of one 
worker who had confided in whis- 
pers that certain pressure groups 
thought woman's place was in the 
home.) 

“You should know where the 
man you vote for stands on issues 
and you have a right to know 
he'll keep his promises,” she said. 
“You can be sure of that with 
Bob Taft. He is known for keep- 
ing his promises. 

“They like to say Bob Taft is a 
provincial Middle Western Ameri- 
can, The provincial I deny but 
I'm proud of the rest.” 

By the time she had finished, 
Mra. Taft's audience was charmed 
as audiences usually are by her 
warmth and sincerity. Part of the 
charm etems from her simplifica- 
tion of knotty problems for wom-

en audiences, Where a man would 
use the properly ponderous phrase- 
ology, Mrs. Taft sounds just like 
one woman explaining it to an- 
other, not very bright. 

“We have wartime taxes going 
on in peacetime,” she said of the 
tax cut. “Every other bill had a 
time limit, but the tax bill had no 
time limit unless Congress wrote 
another bill, The President vetoed 
it the first two times. You have 
to have a two-thirds majority to 
go over his veto. Since the Repub- 
licans had such a slim majority, 
they couldn’t get enpugh votes. 
But this time we got all the Re- 
publicans and some of the Demo- 
crata besides, so you should notice 
the cut in your taxes very soon.” 

In a more impassioned defense 
of the Taft-Hartley bill, she said: 
“There were men to the far left 
and men to the far right and 
there was Bob Taft in the middle. 

. » Some people said the Taft- 
Hartley bill was the end of his 
career. They’ve said that many 
times before and yet his career, 
like Old Man River, keeps rolling 
along. Actually Bob Taft saved 
labor from a real slave labor bill 
when Truman asked the power to 
draft railroad strikers into the 
Army. Bob was the first member 
of the Senate to protest. 


“My favorite cartoon,” she con- 
fided, “was printed right after the 
Taft-Hartley bill passed over the 
President’s bitter veto. The car- 
toon showed Miss Democracy 
pasting adhesive plaster over the 
bruises of a little boy in a torn 
suit. Outside 
stood a tough kid, arme akimbo, 
and Miss Democracy Was saying: 
‘I told you not to play with that 
tough Taft boy.’” 
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ROM Alliance, Operations Mar- 

tha proceeded to Hyannis, 

where Mrs. Taft addressed a 
meeting in the Congregational 
church and stood in line in the 
church basement for luncheon. 


Hyannis has the reputation of 
having more millionaires per cap- 
ita than any town’in the country, 
and well-tailored tweeds and mink 
were in evidence, 

In fact, a certain atmosphere 
of well-heeled prosperity was qui- 
etly, not blatantly in evidence, all 
along the trip. One reporter final- 
ly queried a native son as to 
whether there weren’t some west- 
ern Nebraska ranchers who didn’t 
own 14 sections and a private 
plane, 


“Of course,” was the prompt 
reply, “but they’re all Democrats.” 

However, a casual as well as 
comfortable way of life prevails, 
typified by one hostess who told 
how her husband phoned he was 
bringing a few men to the house 
for a potluck luncheon, 


“And then who should he bring 
but that Lord Inverchapel from 
England,” she laughed, “Well, |! 
juat had to put another plate on 
the table.” 


From Hyannis, the caravan 
rolled on 150 miles to Broken Bow, 
and it was on this trip that Mrs. 
Chris Abbott’s car developed a 
vapor lock and Mrs. Taft and 
several others had to seek trans- 
portation with first a truck driver 
and then a traveling salesman. 
Even this trifling setback, Mrs. 
Taft turned to her advantage. 


“IT could have fixed it myself,” 
she told giggling listeners at a 
breakfast the next morning. “The 
same thing happened to my car 
once and [ fixed it by pouring 
a bottle of cold ginger ale over 
the car. Unfortunately, you hardly 
ever have a bottle of cold ginger 
ale with you when you're travel- 
ing.” 

Undaunted and unwearied, Mrs. 
Taft ended the day with a dinner 
meeting, a theater meeting, and 
a drive 100 miles further to Grand 
Island, At the dinner, members 
of the Rotarian and Cosmopolitan 
clubs of Broken Bow serenaded 
her with “Let Me Call You Sweet- 
heart” and “Home On the Range” 
and listened to a “non-political, 
non-partisan” speech, which turned 
out to be very much like the first 
speech Mrs. Taft ever made. Her 
debut in campaigning was at a 
Negro meeting on Lincoln day 
where she had heen warned to 
confine her remarks to Lincoln. 

“But when I got through,” she 
tells the atory, chuckling, “it was

off and Bob Taft began.” 

Martha Taft’s political activities 
began after her marriage, al- 
though they might well be con- 
sidered part of her heritage. Her 
grandfather was Thomas Wilson, 
chief justice of the Supreme Court 
of Minnesota, her native state, 
and her father, Lloyd Bowers, 
was chief counsel for the North 
Western railroad and later solici- 
tor general under his classmate, 
President William Howard Taft. 


Her mother died when she was 
very young and her father took 
charge of her education, sending 
her to the Sorbonne in Paris when 
she was 16 to study to be a lan- 
Zuage teacher. Instead she mar- 
ried the president’s son, Bob, and 
moved to Cincinnati where he be- 
gan his law practice. In the early 
years of their marriage they 
bought a 60-acre farm just outside 
of Cincinnati which is still their 
home, 

“We were bookshelf farmers,” 
she says. “We had never lived in 
the country, but we made up our 
minds ft was the best place to live 
and rear children. We had four 
boys and they're good boys, Two 
of them live on the farm now 
where they raise chickens and 
children, which is what farms are 
for.” 

When her husband entered pub- 
lic life, Mrs. Taft was with him, 
through his successive steps as 
precinct worker, representative 
and senator in the Ohio legisla- 
ture and finally member of the 
United States Senate.

Humor Isn't Funny

NEW YORK, April 10 
NLESS my eyes deceive me, I am in receipt of a valuable 
U clue as to what is wrong with radio humor (excepting, of 
; course, the humor of Fred Allen, Bob Hope, Abe Burrows 
and Jack Benny’s platoon of writers). 

The clue is a four-volume 
affair named “Radio Com- 
edy—-How to Write It,” by 
Art Henley, a radio weiter. 
Mr. Henley's subtitle is “The 
Mathematics of Humor” and 
he has done a conscientious 
job of reducing humor to 
the grim estate of calculus. 

There are four types of 
radio humor, the author has 
decided. Théy do not range, 
as one might suspect, from 
bad to worse but from 
“gags” to “comedy construc- 
tion.” 

Let us consider his first 
two classifications, “Gags” 
and “Situation Comedy.” We 
won't go into the others, for 
fear you'd croak from gasp- 
ing. lurching, glassy-eyed, 
uncontrolled laughter. 

Gags, we learn, are divided into a Ipt of bewildering fields 
and some of the most imposing double-talk I’ve éver read: 
“Love and mathematics have been called universal. And what 
is love? Simple addition: One plus one equal two. After mar- 
riage comes multiplication, then again a little addition and so 
on till we total up a few nice deductions for our income tax. 
Then it becomes subtraction. 

“The kids grow up, begin courting. Your big boy learns he 
has a rival for his lady love. What is this? A triangle by 
geometry, division by arithmetic and X equals 2-3 by algebra. 
Love is part of laughter, laughter is part of life, and life is 
mathematical, there's no getting out of it. That would be sub- 
traction again.” See? \ 
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Mr. Henley lists some ideal gags. The perfect gag 
te iustrate a department he calls “Vividness of Action 
or Sense of Immediacy” ts: 

“Bing after me . (sings) Me-me-me-me-me-me- 
me:” 

“(Sings) You-you-you-you-you!” 
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@ IF YOU CAN GET CONTROL OF YOURSELF, we'll con- 
tinue the treatise. There is for example, the “throwaway gag,” 
such as: “When I-was born I was only a baby,” and the “basic 
question and answer gag”: 

“Didn't I see you playing hide-and-seek with the bass- 
fiddler?” 

“Yeah, but never again. 
kept slapping my base.” 

The “straight-cut-in gag’s” hilarious example, as chosen, by 
Mr. Henley, is contained in this rib-cracking exchange: 

“Tell me, my Texas friend . . . do you prefer cowboys to 
ejvilians?” 

“T'll anawer that by reminding you that I rode horses when 
two months old.” 

“You mean you rode horses two months old!”

@ EMERGING FROM THE DEBRIS of the wreckéd “laugh- 
meter” let us turn to an ideal gag to a studio audience. Mr. 
Henley suggests: 

“lTadies! Is your husband the dull, quiet type? Slip a little 
TNT in his toupee and watch him blow his top!” 

Gags, I learn, must have a “pleasant lilt” to the punch-line. 
To wit: 

“I notice you've become a very stingy host.” 

“How can you say auch a thing?” 

“I saw you warm the knives before you served the butter!” 
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Mr. Heniecy’s got millions of them. Under “Satire” 
he suggests a real killer: “Multiply Florida by its 
favorite occupation and what do you get? ‘Hello, Fior- 
ida, calling. This is an orange!’ We've simply multi- 

‘ plied the population of Florida by about a million 
oranges and squeezed out the people. We've committed 
satire.”

Medical Experts Supported Deck Steward's Story but 
Jury Refused to Believe Pretty Actress Died of Natural 


Causes Before He Dumped Her Body Overboard. 


LONDON, April 10 

AS it murder on the night of 
W last Oct. 17-18, when the body 

of Actress Eileen (Gay) Gib- 
son was shoved through a porthole 
of the liner Durban Castle into 
shark-infested waters of the South 
Atlantic? 

If it was, why did the testimony 
of several medical experts support 
the defendant’s statement that 
Miss Gibson died a natural death? 

If it was not murder, who 
pushed the buttons in Cabin 126, 
and what happened to the victim's 
black pajamas? 

The story goes back six months 
to the time when Gay, just past 
her twenty-first birthday, boarded 
an ocean liner at Capetown, South 
Africa, for the voyage to South- 
ampton. She was on her way to 
England, to continue a theatrical 
career that had begun about three 
years before when, as a member 
of the entertainment branch of 
the British army, she acted in 
plays for troops in the Rhine area 
and in England. 

She was discharged from the 
Army in February, 1947, and ac- 
companied her mother to join her 
father in South Africa. After 
taking part in two productions, 
the last one “Golden Boy” in 
Johannesburg, she got an intro- 
duction to a producer in England 
and was on her way back to con- 
tinue her career at home. 

She embarked on October 10, 
apparently healthy and cheerful 
and was given first-class Cabin 
126, an outside cabin on the port 
side, B deck. 


Within a short time after sail- 
ing, Miss Gibson made the ac- 
quaintance of James Camb, 30- 
year-old deck steward. He was 
dark, thick-set, good looking. He 
was from Glasgow, the husband 
of a pretty Glasgow girl whom he 
had met during the war and mar- 
ried after a short courtship, They 


-have a three-year-old daughter. 


Camb’s duties were to minister 
to the wants of passengers in the

Camb, meanwhile, was complet- 
ing his duties in the kitchen. 
When Pott, his cabin mate, turned 
in at 1 a.m., Camb declined to go 
with him. 

All was darkness in those early 
hours except for one small light 
in the pilot house and another in 
the kitchen where two night 
watchmen kept their usual vigil. 
All was silence save for the sound 
of wind and sea, and the mur- 
mured conversations of men on 
duty. 

Then at 2:58 a.m. something 
happened. In the kitchen came 4 
ring on the bell indicators. Watch- 
man Steer went up to the passage 
where Cabin 126 was located and 
saw that the buttons for both 
steward and stewardess had been 
pushed. There was a light in the 
cabin, but Steer received no an- 
swer to his knock, 

He opened the door and saw 
Camb standing in the cabin wear- 
ing a white singlet and dark 
trousers. He did not see Miss Gib- 


on. 
. “Tt’s all right,” Camb said, and 
shut the door in the watchman’s 


face.

do because employes were not 
supposed to interfere with passen- 
gers’ morals. But he reported the 
incident to the officer on watch. 


Ten minutes later the light went 
out and there was “silence and 
peace” once more. 

Camb got up at 6 a.m. and in- 
stead of the singlet he usually 
wore in that hot climate put on 
a white coat. About 7:30 a stew- 
ardess went to the cabin and was 
surprised to find the door un- 
locked. The bed, though empty, 
had been occupied and seemed 
more disarranged - than usual. 
There were blood stains on the 
pillows and sheets which had not 
been there the morning before. 
The black evening dress was 
there, but Miss Gibson’s pajamas 
and dressing gown were missing. 

The ship was . immediately 
searched, but the girl was not 
found. It retraced its course and 
searched the wide, bare expanses 
of ocean without finding a trace 
of Miss Gibson. ‘ 
we 
F IVE times Camb denied hav- 
ing been to the girl's cabin. 
Under examination by the 
ship's surgeon he was found to 
have several fine scratches on his 
neck which he said were due to 
the use of a harsh towel, and 9 
to 12 short scratches on his left 
wrist. The surgeon said the latter 
looked as if they had been in- 
flicted by human fingernails, but 
not by a man suffering from a 
skin irritation, as Camb claimed 
to be. However, the scratches ap- 
peared to have been caused before 
the night of October 17. 
When the liner arrived in 
Southampton, police boarded it and 
finally obtained the following 
statement from Camb in writing: 
“IT went to Miss Gibson's cabin 
about 11 o’clock and made an ap- 
pointment to meet her later that 
night. I knocked at the door after 
I had finished work about 1 
o’clock, and there was no answer. 
I opened the door of the cabin 
and found it was empty, 
“I then went forward to the 
well-deck, where I gat for about 
half an hour smoking. I then re- 
turned to Miss Gibson’s cabin and 
found her there. She invited me 
in. A short time later, while we 
were talking, she suddenly 
clutched at me, foaming at the 
mouth. She was very ill. I felt 
for heart beats. but could not find 
any. She was at this time very 
still. 
“I cannot offer any explanation 
as to how the bells came to be 
ringing as I myself did not touch 
them. Thinking she had fainted, 
I tried artificial respiration on 
her. While doing this the night 
watchman knocked on the door 
and attempted to open it. I shut 
the door saying it was all right. 


“Then I panicked as I thought’ 


he had gone to the bridge to report 
to the officer of the watch and I 
did not want to be found in such 
a compromising position. I bolted 
the door and again tried respira- 
tion. After a few minutes I could 
not find any sign of life. After 
a struggle with her limp body—by 
the way, she was still wearing her 
dressing gown—I managed to lift 
her to the porthole and pushed 
her through. 

“T am certain she was dead, but 
I was terribly frightened. I then 
went forward and turned in. The 
time was about 3:30 a.m.” 

In a verbal statement alleged 
to have been made to a Detective- 
Constable Plumley shortly after 
the above statement was signed, 
Camb is said to have declared: 

“She struggled. She had her 
hands around my neck, I tried%to 

ull them away. She scratched me. 

panicked and threw her out of 
the porthole. She made a hell of a 
splash when she hit the water.” 

Camb denies ever having made 
the second statement, and the fact 
that Plumley resigned from the 
force shortly after the incident 


seems to cast some doubt on its 
validity. 

At the recently concluded trial 
at Hampshire Assizes in Winches- 
ter, the prosecution set out to 
prove that Camb murdered the 
girl and disposed of her body by 
casting it into the sea; or alter- 
natively, that he cast her alive 
into the shark-infested ocean. 

When he took the _ stand, 
defendant, who remained calm 
throughout, related that he had 
a number of conversations with 
Miss Gibson, She talked about the 
men she had known, including a 
driver called Pierre in Germany, 
and a Charles in Johannesburg 
whom she was still crazy about. 

Regarding their rendezvous, the 
defendant said he had earlier told 
Miss Gibson, “I have a good mind 
to bring a drink down to you to- 
night,” and she said something 
like, “Please yourself.” He then 
went on to give essentially the 


the 


-same story he had given in his 


written confession, adding: 
“I found she was wearing noth- 


ing under her dressing gown. She 
suddenly heaved as if she was 
gasping for breath. Her right arm 
was around my neck, It automat- 
ically tightened and her other arm 
holding my forearm gripped tight- 
er. This all happened in a matter 
of seconds.” 

He said specks of blood appeared 
in the foam at her mouth. He 
tried for 20 or 25 minutes to re- 
vive her, but there was no sign 
of lifé. He concluded she was dead 
and decided to dispose of the 
body by pushing it through the 
porthole. He lifted her up and put 
her arms through; the rest of her 
“followed quite easily.” 

“It might seem selfish of me,” 
Camb declared, “but I must con- 
fess then that I hoped to give the 
impression she had fallen over- 
board.” 

J. D. Casswell, attorney for the 
defense, asked: 

“Did you do anything violent 
towards her at any time?” 

“No sir,” replied Camb.

T HE master of the Durban 
Castle, Capt. Arthur Patey, 
who had previously declared 
that the cabin the following morn- 
ing did not appear to have been 
the scene of a death struggle, testi- 
fied that a cry of “Let go” could 
have been heard in the next cabin. 

When Mrs. Ellen Victoria Gib- 
son, mother of the young actress, 
took the stand she gripped the 
rail with both hands and declared 
in a firm voice: “I am very proud 
to be the mother of Eileen Gibson. 
She was one of the finest types 
of English womanhood—physical- 
ly, mentally and morally.” 

Mrs. Gibson said she knew that 
Charles Sventouskl of South Afri- 
ca paid Gay’s first class fare back 
to England and deposited $1400 to 
her bank account. It was, Mrs. 
Gibson declared, strictly a busi- 
ness matter. Sventouski was in- 
terested only in Gay's career. 

Five witnesses testified that Miss 
Gibson had suffered hysterical 
fainting fits. 

Evelyn Armour, who knew her 
in the army, said, “Miss Gibson 
was taken ill suddenly one night. 
She was lying on the bed face up. 
I could hear she was breathing 
with great difficulty. Her tongue 
was in the back of her throat and 
shé appeared to be choking. I 
pulled her head forward to get 
her tongue out of the back of her 
throat.” 

Peter Dalby, former private who 
knew Gay as a member of the 
“Stars in Battledress” cast, de- 
scribed her as hysterical and ex- 
citable. He thought she was neu- 
rotic, 

Mike Abel, a’ member of the 
“Golden Boy” company, said she 
had asthma. He described an inci- 
dent that had occurred one night 
in his car. Gay caught his arm 
and said, “Mike, I love you.” He 
told her, “Look Gay, it’s late. 
Don’t be silly. I’m married. She 
got very excited and fainted.” 

On another occasion, said Abel, 
during a rehearsal and in the 
presence of a number of other

people, Miss Gibson went up to

“She was a very charming girl, 
very nice and very sweet on oc- 
casion,” Abel said, 
reason she would start laughing 
hysterically and cry.” 

Another member of the “Golden 
Boy" company, Henry Gilbert, 
testified: “She seemed very per- 
turbed about sex. She told me, ‘I 
am an unhappy human being. I 
cannot love like other people...I 
am not like other girls.’” 

Mrs. Henry Gilbert, the actor’s 
wife, gave similar testimony. 

As on every day of the four- 
day trial, the courtroom was 
crowded with people who had 
queued for hours to gain admis- 
sion, — 

Testifying for Camb, Dr. Fred- 
erick Hocking, pathologist, said; 
“t think the story told by Camb 
is a perfectly possible one from 
the medical aspect.” 


Professor J. M. Webster, director 
of the West Midlands Forensic 
Science Laboratory, said there was 
nothing in Camb’s account incon- 
sistent with three cases in his ex- 
perience where death occurred un- 
der similar circumstances. In his 


opinion, Miss Gibson was dead 
“before being put into the water.” 
He did not exclude strangulation 
nor shock as the cause of death, 
but said these were no more con- 
sistent with the facts than death 
from natural causes, In fact, in 
shock there would not have been 
time for blood to well up in the 
mouth. 

“I have never seen scratches so 
far up the arms alone in manual 
strangulation,” Webster declared. 
“Usually they are found in the 
region of the thumb and the back 
of the hand.” 

x * * 

EATH, he said, could have oc- 

curred from natural causes in 

two main ways, both of which 
give rise to blood at the mouth 
and scratching of the accused's 
arms. It could have been due to 
the bursting of a small congenital 
aneurism in the brain (undiagnos- 
able prior to death) or to heart 
disease due to an affection of the 
heart’s vessels. The pain Miss Gib- 
son was said to have felt in her 
left arm, running down to, the 
finger tips, was a symptom of 
heart trouble, as was hertendency 
to fainting. 

In summing up for the defense 
Casswell declared: 

“In every case of this kind 
which comes before a jury there 
is suspicion. If there were no 
suspicion, there would be no trial, 
but suspicion and even probability, 
fall far short of the truth.” 

Although what Camb had done 
was “a lamentable thing,” Cass- 
well went on, it was no proof, 
and there was no evidence on 
which the jury could find him 
guilty of murdering the girl. 

“Was there anything to pre- 
vent this girl calling out to pre- 
vent this man from coming into 
the cabin? If he was someone ex-

pected why did she expect him? 
What does a man go to a woman's 
cabin for at 2 a.m.? Not to bring 
food or refreshment. 

“Don’t you think she must have 
known why he came? And if she 
did, why resist? Do you believe 
she resisted? What.reason should 
there be for violence? 

As for the ringing of the bell, 
Casswell suggested that in the 
confined space of the cabin it 
could have been accidentally rung 
by someone's hip moving against 
the bell pusher. 

“The watchman found the door 
unlocked,” he said. “A man who 
is said to have assaulted an un- 


‘willing woman hadn’t even bolted 


the door.” 


In summing up for the Crown, 
Prosecutor G. D. Roberts de 
clared: 


“There are several questions in 
this case: Was she a woman of 
loose morals? Did she have heart 
disease? Did she have asthma?” 

Roberts told the jury that they 
were not called upon to give an 
answer to questions of that kind. 
They had only to decide whether 
the death of the girl had been 
brought about in such circum- 
stances that Camb was guilty of 
murder. 

For two and one-half hours the 
judge, Justice Hilbery, instructed 
the jury. The first question, he 
said, was whether the jury was 
satisfied that Miss Gibson was 
dead. They knew that when ske 
was dressing for dinner she was 
a gay, happy young woman. By 
3 o'clock she was dead, being 
stuffed—ignominiously bundled— 
through a porthole, the jury 
might think to hide something. 
The question -was—what?

T was impossible, he said, to 
| overemphasize the importance

As to her associations with 
men, the judge asked, “Is not 
any young woman actively pur- 
suing a career often found to be 
out with men friends. What is 
in that?” 

On the subject of the pajamas 
the judge declared: 

“This man said that when he 
got to the cabin, the girl was 
wearing a dressing gown with 
nothing underneath it.. Where 
were the girl’s black pajamas? 

“Was the fact this: That they 
were on under that dressing 
gown and never seen by this man 
because she resisted him; that 
she was standing by the bed and 
he killed her in that position and 
when he pushed her through the 
porthole did not observe the 
pajamas because of the length 
of the dressing gown? 

“Or was he telling the truth 
and the missing pajamas remain 
unexplained?” 

Justice Hilbery then demon- 
strated how Gay Gibson could 
have made those scratches on 
Camb’s wrists to resist 
tion, All eyes fixed on the 
judge’s red sleeves with ermine 
cuffs as he put his right hand to 
his throat. Then he made claw- 
ing movements across the wrist 
with the fingers of the other 
hand, 

After the judge's summing up 
the jury of nine men and three 
women deliberated 39 minutes. 
Then they returned a verdict of 
guilty. 

Camb, tanned and well-dressed, 
swayed slightly forward in the 
dock at the verdict, but recovered 
instantly. Asked whether he had 
anything to say why sentence of 
death by hanging should not be 
passed, he spoke clearly, without 
trace of emotion. 

“My lord,” he said, “At the be- 
ginning of this case I was asked 
to plead guilty or not guilty. I 
pleaded not guilty. I repeat that 
statement now. That is all.”

forests of the world for high qual-

Plywood | 


Corp., one of the country’s largest | 
timber users, already has begun | 


large-scale importation of a wood 
that stacks up with American 
oak. 

The wood is known as korina 


and it comes from the vast forests | 


of the Belgian Congo. 

Lawrence Ottinger, United 
States Plywood president, says 
his concern will import about 6,- 
500,000 feet of korina a month. 

The first cargoes have arrived. 
When the program gets under full 
steam, the company plans to use 
about 4,500,000 feet of the highest 
grade for fine veneers and about 
2,000,000 feet of the lower grade 
for inexpensive plywood. 

The clean yield, the fine grain- 
ing and an unusual prevalence of 
cross fire, or cross grain, lend it- 
self to low-cost processing, Ottin- 
ger says. The price, he adds, is 
approximately one-half that of 
prima vara — ‘white. mahogany. 

Ottinger says the inability to 
obtain high-quality timber at 
home stems from two things —- 
lack of a sound conservation 
scheme and rapid growth of the 
woodworking industries. 

Together, he adds, these have, 
so depleted available timber of 
high quality that it has become

Second Book to Be Based on 
Sex Histories of 7000 
Females.

NEW YORK, April 10 (UP) 
Dr. Alfred C. Kinsey said today | 
that his second report on humon 
sex behavior would be based on 
the case histories of 7000 women 
representing all types of females 
in the United States. 

Kinsey, professor of zoology at 
Indiana University, and his team 
of associates have been in New 
York, interviewing women—and 
men—who have revealed their in- 
timate sex histories, 

He disclosed that the second re- 
port, dealing with the sexual be- 
havior in the female, is more than 
half finished and that it will come 
out in book form in January 1950, 
His first report, “Sexual Behavior 
in the Human Male,” published 
early this year, is a best seller. It 
was bosed on the case histories of 
5300 males. It is now in its eighth 
printing, and about 10,000 to 15,000 
copies are being sold each week. 
All told, 250,000 copies have been 
printed. 

He said the general impression 
of the publishers is that the book 
is being bought by the better-edu- 
cated portion of the population, al- 
though there have been exceptions. 

Kinsey said the case histories 
of women are just as complete as 
were taken of men. Virtually 
every question possible on sex is 
asked in the interviews, some of

ECOMING an American calls for moré than 

taking out citizenship papers. It means learn- 

ing to talk, dress, act and eat like Americans, 
to make new friends and enjoy their kind of social 
affairs, to understand and accept American values 
and institutions. It is learning to laugh in the right 
place—to get the ‘point of a Bob Hope joke. The 
process of assimilation is comparatively easy for 
some, especially young people; usually more diffi- 
cult for the older immigrant. But for all, it is inter- 
mingled with despair, confusion, humor and some 
heartaches. 

In August, 1946, Charles Gruenebaum, his wife 
and four children, left Frankfurt, Germany, for the 
United States. They came as refugees. In 1933, 


.tion, 


when Hitler took power, the Gruenebaums were a 
peaceful working class family—Charles had been a 
chef and a food salesman, Gertrud, his wife, a 
housefrau. Charles is Jewish, Gertrud is not, but 
the Nazis made no delicate distinctions. Humilia- 
loss of economic status, forced labor, 
concentration camps became their lot. 

Now, after a year-and-a-half in St. Louis, the 
Gruenebaums are becoming adjusted to their new 
environment. Their assimilation has been more 
rapid than most. This is due to certain favorable 
circumstances. The family was not split up, as 
were so many refugee families. Being together, 
the Gruenebaums were able to share their prob- 
lems with one another, did not suffer the anxiety 
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of disruption. Since arriving in this country, they 
have had to make no drastic economic or occupa- — 
tional changes, have suffered no reversals in social 
status. The father, for instance, has found work 
again as a cook. 

Responsible for the Gruenebaums since they 
arrived in St. Louis, the Jewish Family Service 
Agency helped them get a place to live, find jobs, 
enroll in school. 

When the agency supplied money for furni- 
ture, the Gruenebaums considered it a loan, paid 
it back in full. Their intense desire to become 
part of the community, aided by favorable condi- 
tions, enabled the agency to close their case in less 
than six weeks.

HICKEN hunter style is a tasty way of preparing a 
fricassee. Called palastre alla cacciatore by the 


Italian cooks who prepare it, it is fried chicken stewed 


‘in a rich tomato sauce. 


When preparing the dish, Louis Bonomi, chef at Oldani’s 
Steak House, devotes a good deal of time to the tomato 
sauce. He dices onion and fries it lightly in butter. Next 
he adds chopped pitted olives, mushrooms, canned 
or fresh tomatoes, chopped garlic, tomato paste. The mix- 
ture is seasoned to taste with salt and pepper and simmered 
for half an hour. 

While the sauce simmers, two small frying chickens 
are jointed and fried in butter for 15 or 20 minutes. Chicken 
is put in simmering tomato sauce with chicken livers and 
all is cooked slowly until chicken is tender. Wine is added 
when chicken is done, the sauce is stirred and all is 
heated but not boiled. 

INGREDIENTS: For sauce, one-half medium onion, one 
cup each of chicken livers, pitted chopped olives, dried 
soaked mushrooms and or canned tomatoes, one 
clove garlic, one-half cup tomato paste, salt and pepper to 
taste and one wineglass Chianti wine. These amounts 


are for four servings. .

Use of New Energy 
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At several points in the processing of uranium for peace- 


time use, the material could be diverted to manufacture of 
atomic weapons, as shown by this chart. Uranium is 
a radioactive element that is indispensable in the production 
of the fissionable material that goes into an atom bomb. 


Protected by a lead shield and using a mirror, chemist 
experiments with radioactive substance. Because radiation 
can kill cells as well as cause mutations, new radioactive 
compounds may become valuable in treatment of diseases.

Scientist works with minute amounts of plutonium, a pos- 


He wears rubber gloves 
attached to sealed, glass-topped chamber. Fissionable 
material made from uranium, plutonium is dangerous if it 
gets into body, either by inhalation or skin contamination. 
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Deformed ear of corn, shown for 
contrast with a normal ear, has 
come from seed exposed at Bikini 
during the atom bomb tests in 
July, 1946. Some geneticists are 
concerned about the possible long- 
range effects of radiation in caus- 
ing mutations (physical changes) 
in descendants of all living things 
that might survive an atomic blast. 
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Glowing radioactive phosphorus in 
tomato leaves shows paths it 
traveled. Similarly, what happens 
to certain compounds in chemical 
reactions may be learned by tag- 
ging them with small amounts of 
radioactive material.

«= Harnessing its destructive potentialities and develop- 
ing its beneficial possibilities involve grave social and 
political questions on an international scale.
